ALBANY.

Probably no city of its sise in the Uaion will
have, more interest in the results of the action of
the recent Iron Founders' Convention, at Albany,
than Troy, on tbe part of emoiover aud em
ployed.

rue election ot air. unanes jcaay, oi tnis citv.
to the Presidency of the Convention, and subsd- -

qneutly ot the organization, was a fitting com-
uiitoent to tnat eeatieman's extensive eioen- -

ence no lees than an acknowledgement ot the
prominent posiiton Troy occupies in the fore
most raeKs oi ids '2 trane.
Owing to such prominence of our city in ttie
stove loandry business, and of Troiaus in the

seceiat.on, we print below tbe muiu features of
the "hi tides or adopted by the
Convention, and compiled from the oilicial
printed docamcnts.

la the convention lust cloeed, three-foarth- s of
all the large foundiics in tke Union weio repre-
sented personally, and a?sirancc3 were received
lrom all the others that the aetion of the con-
vention would be acknowledged and subscribed
to by them. There are about a hundred largre
foundries in the country. A permnneut organi-
zation was formed, under the title of
American National fsiove Manufacturers' and
Iron Founders' Association," aud is to be com-
posed of such iron fonnders as are engaged in
the manufacture of stoves and hollow ware as
shall subscribe to the articles of assoeiation.
The aiticles ot association adopted number

The compnet declares it to be the object of the
organization to protect themslvea by union of
action against unreasonable exactions on the
part of employes who may belong to trade?,
unions, and also to maintain the right and pre
serve the power ot each individual memcerto
control and manage his own business aad direct
ana regulate his own workshop.

The Association is to consist of four grand
divisions, to be designated as the Eastern, West
urn. Middle, and Soutnern Divisions. The East- -

tern Division consists of the iron founders of
the New England States. The Middle Division,
of New York, and those whose fonndiies are
located npon the grout Northern lakes. The
Wcbtcin Division, of the iron founders living
west ot the Allechecies and contiguous to the
Ohio aud Mississippi rivers; and the Southern
Division, ot pnuhdeipnia, Baltimore, aud any
other southern cities which may des ire to unit
with the Association.

Two thirds of the members of any division,
when it shall bo deemed necessary tor the com-
mon interests ot iron founders of Biich dvri-don- ,

arc empowered to close all the fouudiie9 in said
div'sion. and suspend work therein, aud the
Division Secretary is to notify the Secretaries of
the other divisions, who are to give the matter
circulation in their respective districts. '

In case of suspension of foundries in any one
division oi the country, as above provided, no
rounder residing in auv other division can em
ploy anv more moulders in his establishment, or
produce any more worit, toau ne aid Deiore sucn
suspension oi a division.

To the Treasurer ot the Association is assiened
the UMial duties ot that othec. An annual feu is
provided lor, and each memoer is also pledged,
in cs'-;- any emergency should arise, to call lor a
inrstr sum to protect tnc interest of any mem
bers, to pay an sessmeut, to be levied by the
Executive committee.

The posting of the above notice" in the differ
ent foundries yesterday caused the most in-

tense excitement histeveniuK. A large meeting
of the moulders and stove mounters was held at
Moulders' Hall, and a determination evinced to
fie lit the thing out. it was decided to stop worit
at once, so long hi the obnoxious circnlar re-

mains posted. The moulders censlder themselves
the iniured party, ana mnctt Dittcrne.-- s was
menifested and apprehensions of trouble are
rife. There was much mnrmuring last evening,
and excited gatherings ifpon street corners ol
this large and industrious body ot our city work-
men. About six hundred men will be thrown
out of employment by thn strike this morning.
